MONTBEAL, Can., July 10.—The clos- 


ing scenes of the Christian Endeavor 
convention on the inside of the Drill 
hall last night were characterized by 
much warmth »nd handshaking, kiss- 
ing among the women delegates who 
had formed friendships in the city and 
the singing of "GdB Be WMrffou Till 
We Meet Apain." It was very im- 
pressive. 
Outside, the scenes were 


equally impressive in another way. 
Thousands of people were congregated 
on the Champe de Mars and Craig 
street, in frontof the building and east 
and west. The elements of a riol 
were there in full force. The talk 
about the Californian's, ill-timed re- 
marks had spread all over Montreal, 
and in the crowd were many who were 
bound to avenge the insult which they 
consider more 
than 
personal, for 


French-Canadian Roman Catholic re 
ligion comes in before anything. Theu 
there were thousands assembled who 
had resolved to protect the Christian 
Endeavorers when they left the hall 
The antagonistic elements in thecrowc 
kept at a respectable distance from 
each other awaiting the opening of the 
doors at the close. 


Among the Protestant crowd were 


nearly a thousand militiamen in plain 
clothes nnd the opposing crowd con- 
sisted of the lower classes of French-. 
Canadians, principally quarrymen from 
Corte St. Luc, or others of alike stamp. 
Occasionally the volunteers and their 
adherents fell into line and marched 
around the block enclosing the Champ 
de Mars, and the opposing crowd did 
likewise, marching around the block 
to the west of Chajpp de Mars. They 
eyed each other jealously and each 
moment the bitter feeling increased, 
in evidence of which partisan jtunes 
were shouted l>y thousands of lusty 
voices, and pandemonium reigned. 


This was the situation when the 


doors of the hall wei-e thrown open. 
Everybody expected a riot, the dele- 
gates emerged from the hall and 
turned to the west end. Instantly the 
volunteers formed a cordon at the edge 
of the sidewalk, and white handker- 
chiefs were produced and held around 
their necks. This was the distin- 
guishing 
badge, no one without

the street, and slowly and with 
out any manifestation of alarm the 
delegates proceeded. Then came a 
burst of song. "At the Cross" rolled 
out upon the air, and the result waa 
something wonderful. "Almost perfect 
silence ~ fell upon the crowd.

Frenchmen on the Champ de MarS 
stood silently gazing at the proces- 
sion of Endeavorers, which marched W 
the time of the piece of music they 
were singing. 
All emerged 
and 


passed out of the dangerous locality 
in safety. 
Then the 
militiamen, 


who had moved slowly after the 
crowd,- tamed right about face and 
marched down east, to a short distance 
below tfce Drill haU ringing "Onward, 
Christian Soldiers, Marching aa to 
War." They were greeted with 
jeers from the crovnT-tfoat- 
watched them, but no blows 
changed. As they again turned and 
marched west the multitude melted 
away, the blockade of cabs and street 
cars passed on and closed the scene, 
and the Christian Endeavor convention 
was at a peaceable end. 
It was atone time intended to dis- 


miss the Drill hall meeting by the rear 
door, but President Clark, on assur- 
ance from the militarythat they would 
amply protect all the delegates, caused 
the front doors to be used. Before 
pronouncing the benediction he told 
the assemblage that the soldiers would 
protect nhem and that no violence 
need be feared at the hands of the mob, 
which numbered 16,000. 


CHICAGO, July W.—A furious wind 


and rainstorm swept over the city be- 
tween 5 and 0 o'clock loot evening and 
caught many a craft on Lake Michi- 
gan. Four persons are known to bare 
been drowned, and in several cases 
boats were capsized and narrow escapes 
from drowning were had. By the cap- 
sizing of the sailing yacht Chesapeake 
near the life saving station, nine per- 
sons were thrown into the water and 
four them were drowned., The bodies 
were not recovered. 


The Chesapeake was a well-built 


yacht, and was owned by the Avery 
brothers, William and Fred. The for- 
mer was captain, and is counted skill- 
ful in handling a sailboat The party 
had been out during the afternoon, 
and had been enjoying the pleasant 
sailing. When the storm struck them 
they were unprepared for" Its sudden 
fury, and before anybody had time to 
prepare for the emergency they were 
all in the water. Some were able to 
swim, but others were not; and before 
assistance arrived four lives had been 
lost. 
' 
The Avery brothers and Gray swam 


to the assistance of Miss Compton and 
succeeded in getting her back to the 
yacht, where she clung until Capt. Mc- 
Kay of the tug Turrence, who wit- 
nessed the disaster came to their as- 
sistance. Miss Compton and Gray 
were tinconscious when rescued, and 
they were taken to the life saving sta- 
tion. It was feared at first that both 
would die, but they were finally re- 
vived. 
Just before the storm came up, two 


boys, each about 16 years *f age, hired 
a boat at the foot of Barry ave- 
nue. They were about ,a mile from 
shore when the squall struck them. At 
midnight neither the boat nor its occu- 
pants had reached shore, and it is feared 
the boys were drowned.

A HORRIBLE DEED. 


An Ohio Farmer Butcher* HlB Young 
Wile and Bhoota Htmsell. 


TOLEDO, O., July 10.—A special from 


Wausson says the most horrible mur- 
der and suicide that has ever shocked 
the people of Fulton county was com- 
mitted at the home of Frank Bayes, a 
well-kuown young farmer living about 
four miles southwest of this place, at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning, the victims 
of the horrible deed being the hus- 
band, Frank Bayes, and hu! young and 
pretty wife. Bayes first butchered his 
wife and then shot himself with a re- 
volver. The first warning was given 
by their little 4-year-old daughter, who 
barely escaped the murderous father's 
hand. She ran to a neighboring house, 
exclaiming: "Come quick! papa is cut- 
ting mama all to pieces." 


A neighbor arrived just in time to 


aee the murderer shoot himself. Mrs. 
Bayes was dead when found. She had 
been butchered in a horrible manner, 
her throat being cut from ear to ear, 
her arms and face fearfully jabbed 
full of holes and her right leg nearly 
severed from her body. Insanity la 
the supposed cause of the horrible act.

Chilians. He says Senor Errazueriz 
knew that Mr. Egan hoped to be ap- 
pointed member of the board of arbi- 
tration on the Chilian claims, and 
asked the ex-mlntotcr of foreign affairs 
how he can reconcile his letter to Egan 
withnia publicly expressed views last 
May.

WASHINGTON, July 10.— Representa- 


tive Jerry Simpson was shown last 
night a dispatch from Topeka, Kan., 
stating that a deal had been made by

WORLD'S FAIB QBQTOBS. CHICAGO. 


Jnly 10—A wind storm of terrific foree, 
followed by a heavy downpour of rain, 
passed over the White City a few min- 
utes before 6 o'clock last evening, do- 
Ing considerable damage to the differ- 
ent buildings and the exhibits stored 
within. 
Some damage in breaking 
glass was done in nearly all the build- 
ings. 


The afternoon was sultry, and aa It 


drew to a close the atmosphere became 
oppressively heavy. Not a breath of 
air was stirring, and heavy black 
clouds banked xip at the north and 
east. At fifteen minutes before 6 the 
storm burst suddenly over the park 
and the crowds scattered throughout 
the grounds. Ten thousand people 
were grouped abont the pavilllon to 
the east of Manufactures building en- 
joying the music being given by the 
Cincinnati band. Tho wind, sweeping 
dense clouds of blinding dust before 
it, caught them as it did every body, to- 
tally unawares. They hastily ruahed 
for the shelter of tho big building and 
entered the doors in much disorder, 
many a frightened woman losing hat 
and parasol in the confusion. 


The guards, after admitting the 


crowds, endeavored to close the doors, 
but the force of the wind shut the 
doors with such violence that many of 
the big entrances were shattered into 
thousands of pieces, while the uni- 
formed preservers of the peace were 
sent sprawling on tho floor. There 
was much confusion, but as the blow 
lasted bat ten minutes tho people soon 
became calm. 


The gale came from the northeast, 


and did but little damage to the even- 
ly-formed east front of the building, 
On the west side, near the north end, 
however, two sections of glass roofing, 
30x10 feet, were blown in, doing con- 
siderable damage to the Japanese sec- 
tion, rain drenching the paint and var- 
nish in the department of the United 
States division of the building, as well 
as that of Japan, which it adjoins. A 
number of Japanese fans, parasols, 
vases and carved bric-a-brac were 
soaked through, and tho water was 
three inches deep on the floor for some 
time, and holes had to be bored to let 
It escape.

Lnrpe crowds had thronged tho east 
frontof the building during the day 
inspecting the newly-arrived Spanish 
caravels, and when tho storm burst 
they mode a rush for shelter in the 
building. Just as the greater portion 
of them had gained tho doors a section 
of glass roofing over the center aisle 
near the north door, gave away and 
came to the floor below with a resound- 
ing cratsh. It fell all around Miss 
Minnie Gates, an attendant at a caudy 
counter in the center of the aisle, but 
she miraculously escaped without a 
scratch. 


A minute later a smaller section fell 


out of the edge of the French division, 
breaking one of the glass showcases 
containing fruit. This added to the 
great confusion caused by a frightened 
woman running from place to place 
putting the building in uproar, and 
but for the fact that the crowd wan not 
very Inrge there would have been a 
panic. Tho storm lasted but a few 
minutes, but the rain fell heavily for 
nearly two hours. 


The greatest damage was done to 


the French division and the New York 
state building. 
Many leaks were

parts of the gallery and main floor, 
Bat the damage was not serious.

But while this places the people ot Bard- 
well in a most ridiculous attitude, which 
shows that such methods should be con- 
demned in every law-abiding community, 
theOhioigo lawyer, John F. Oeeting,who 
writes the governor of the state of Illinois 
asking him to demand satisfaction ot the 
governor ol Kentucky for executing a 
citizen of the state of Illinois, who • 
guilty of no crime, ie much more ridicu- 
lous. The Kentucky mob was probably 
nol composed ot the more intelligeni 
citizens, while the Chicago lawyer is sup 
posid to be in possession of eome mental 
trainiug.

Deceased was born in Fayette, Oo. 


Indiana, in 1826, and at an early age de 
voted himself to ths study ot medicine 
He graduated when quite young, and be- 
gan the practice of his profession in tbe 
neighboring state. Be early joined the 
Masonic fraternity, and in the course o 
time was chosen Grand Scribe, and after 
ward Grand King in tbe Grand Obapte 
of Boyal Arch Mesons of the State o 
Illinois. When the civil war broke ont, 
in 1861, Pr. Trowbridge was commis- 
sioned as first surgeon ot tbe Eighth 
Illinois Intantry, and held the oldest 
onrgson's oommusion in the volnntee 
service. He remained in tbe army nnti 
Aogost 25,1864. During hia term ot ser- 
vice be was for a long time acting medi 
cat director and chief surgeon of to 
Third Division ot tbe Seventeenth Army 
Corps, commanded by Gen. John A 
Logan. He waa at the "cleaning up" o 
23 battles snd was 119 days under fire, 
and won tbe highest encomiums from tbe 
general officers under whose command he 
served. 


Daring the early patt of the we* Gen 


Oglestay was dangerously woandw). Tb 
surgeons who enrroonded 
him pro 


nouneed his case hopeless. Dr. Trow 
bridge waa the only one who entertainen 
hopes of saving him, and to his skill, oan 
and attention the General resigned him 
self. After a bard struggle with death 
the doctor finally triumphed, and th 
General has, naturally since that hoar 
been his firmest friend. 


In the year 18GG he was chosen prsaj 


dent of the Illinois State Madias! sooioty 
a position he worthily tilled until h 
accepted the consulate at Vera Ornz, to 
whion he was appointed by Presiden
